The oil boom which hit Torrance
two weeks ago is still “hitten,’”" and
it looks as if it was going to hit
harder.

Land sales have increased about
fifty per cent over the
month, and there are more *OIL
MEN" in Torrance than there are
stores or factories.

Many of the larger oil companies
have representatives calling in Tor-
rance every day in an endeavor to
lease the land for drilling purposes,
since the large lease of the Domin-
guez Land Corporation seems
have been only a starter.

It is reported that an oil com-
pany from Long Beach offered the
officers of one of the Holding Com-
panies $26,000.00 on the first oil
and a one-fourth royalty. This pro-
position is under advisement, but
owing to the absence from the city
of one of the officers nothing can
be settled in the matter until his
return,

it is reported that various oil
.companies are offering to pay up a
number of land contracts held on
lots west of town and give the per-
gons who hold the contracts a deed
for their property and also a royal-
ty for any oil' produced.
